I0 r Besides the members of the Iron Guard in Argentina, there 
are many Rumanians who do not take part In politics. It is 
believed that many of these will be absorbed into the organi- 
sation because of its appealcas a strong, well-disciplined body. 
Thus, in order to counterbalance the activity of the Iron Guard, 
Gen. RADESCU has reportedly decided to send his secretary, 

Remus TETU, to Argentina. 
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14* Between the Iron Guard and Gen. RADESCU, some good relations have 
always existed. He approves its taking part in the National Committee. 
Th;* Iron Guard has proposed two persons as representatives, prof, 
loan PROTOPOPESCU and Mihail STUR&A, former Minister of Foreign Affaiws 
at Bucharest and Vienna. The General himself Is of accord with this, 
hut says that the Americans oppose it. BOLDEANTJ replies to the 
effect that the Allies should not mix in Rumanian internal politics. 

The General has agreed that the priest be secret ary- general of the 
future National Committee. The General, furthermore, has always 
shown his sympathy and given his support to the Iron Guard. For
